The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 
§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case the composition can be used in a different process such as 
polishing a material different than TiW, such as a different metal or a non-metal. 

Inventions II and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions have different modes of operation in that they use different compositions. 

Inventions I and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions have different effects in that they have different compositions. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I or II is not required for Group III, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

During a telephone conversation with Christopher Hayden on September 21, 2005 a 
provisional election was made with traverse (to Group II) to prosecute the invention of Group I, 
claims 1-7. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office 
action.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Garcia (US 
5,512,200). 

Garcia discloses a composition comprising water (col.4, lines 1-5) and periodic acid, 
about 5% to about 12% (col.3, line 14, 17-19), which is within the range cited, at a pH less than 
2 (abstract, lines 4-5), which is within the range cited. Since the composition is the same as that 
cited, it is expected to be capable of selectively removing the residues as cited. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The cited art have compositions comprising periodic acid.
